Car insurance to 
jump 28% if law 


is not amended 


By SHLOMO MAOZ 
Jerusalem Post Reporter 
Compulsory car insurance 
. premiums are expected to rise by 
28.3 per cent on July 1, according to 
Treasury calculations. 

Insurance premiums go up 
automatically with inflation as 
stipulated in the Motor Vehicle In- 
surance Law unless the Treasury 
passes an amendment to the law in 
the Knesset. This was done last 
December when the Treasury 
prevented a 15 per cent rise in 
premiums scheduled for January. 

If the law is not amended in time to 
stop the rise, the compulsory 
premium on cars with engines of less 
than 1,000 ‘cc. capacity will come up 
to 114,244 a year; cars with 1.000 to 
1,500 ec. engines IL1,425; 1,500 to 2,- 
900 cc. 1L1,540 and 111,976 for cars 
with engines of more than 2,000 cc. 
capacity. These sums exclude 
registration fees. 


GENEVA. — The International 
Labour Organization (TLO} has sent 
a three-man delegation to the ad- 
ministered territories to investigate 
working conditions for local Arabs, 
the organization announced on Fri- 
day. 

Tt is the first time an ILO mission 
has gone to the Middle East to study 
labour standards, a spokesman said.

Hurvitz says gov't . 
has no money to 


meet wage demands

HAIFA, — Industry and Commerce: 
Minister Yigal Hurvitz said here on 
Friday that the government has no 
money to meet civil servants’ wage 
demands. 

The government understands that 
the wage earner has been seriously 
hurt by inflation, he said, but it is not 
ready to print more money to meet 
these wage demands. Printing 
money would only increase the rate 
of inflation and cause unemploy- 
ment. ἢ 

Hurvitz stated that the govern- 
ment could not give in to wage 
demands, whether they come from 
the seamen, El Al workers or 
teachers. - 

Hurvitz, who was speaking at the 
Maritime and Economics Club, 
noted that exports increased by 31 
per cent in 1877 over 1976 (28 per 
cent, excluding diamonds), and that in 
the first three months of 1978 there 
was another 31 per cent Increase (28 
per cent, excluding diamonds). He 
credited the government's new 
economic policy as instrumental in 
achieving thia increase.

Moving rite at Treblinka 
extermination camp site

WARSAW. --- The 32-man delegation 
of ghetto fighters and concentration 
camp survivors now visiting Poland 
for the opening of the Jewish 
Museum at Auschwitz on Friday 
‘visited the extermination camp 
memorial, 110 kms north-east of 

Warsaw. 

Almost one million Polish Jews 
perished at Treblinka. Following the 
August 1943 prisoner uprising, the 
Germans destroyed the camp to 
cover the traces. But during the 
1960s the Polish authorities erected 
at considerable cost and effort. a 
symbolic replica of the camp. 

The Russian Jewish delegation, 
headed by the president of the 
Moscow Jewish community, Rabbi 
Sholem Leib Kleinman, joined the 
Israelis at Treblinka. Rabbi Klein- 
man recited the ΕἸ Ma'aleh 
Rahamim prayer at the moving 
ceremony, during which many 
Israelis fell to their knees and wept. 
In spite of the 35 years which have 
passed, the ground is still covered 
with charred fragments of human 
bones. 


On Tuesday, Dr. Moshe Biejski, 
chairman of the Yad Vashem Com- 
mittee of Righteous Gentiles, accom- 
panied by Dr. Yitzhak Arad, will 
award Righteous Gentiles medals to 
22 Potes who rescued Jews during 
the Holocaust. This is the first time 
Yad Vashem will be holding such a 
ceremony in Poland, which will take 
place at the official Warsaw head- 
quarters of the Anti-Nazi Fighters 
Organization. It will be followed by a 
wreath-laying ceremony on April 19 
at the Warsaw Ghetto monument. 

Itim reports that the Polish 
authorities have refused to issue a 
visa to Nazi war criminals hunter 
Beate Klarsfeld. who had planned to 
attend the opening of the Jewish 
Museum at Auschwitz tomorrow. 
Observers believe she was refused 
entry because of her August 1970 
protest in Warsaw against Polish 
anti-Semitism. 

It now seems unlikely that Dr. 
Serge Klarsfeld, Beate's husband, 
will be attending the opening — even 
though he has visited Auschwitz 
three times since December 1977, at 
the request of the Poles, to help 
prepare the museum. —

The cancer scare emerged earlier 
this month when the Consumers 
Council and Standards Institute 
claimed that the bleach used in loca! 
diapers was cancer-causing. Dr. 
Tulchinsky said parents could safely 
uae the local product with no fear 
whatever.

— The share market 
scored another solid advance last 
week, thus bearing out optimistic 
forecasts by securities analysts and 
members of the banking community. 
The conservative Ernst Japhet, 
chairman of the board of Bank 
Leumi, told The Jerusalem Post that 
“when judged by the current share 
multiples and considering the out- 
look for the economy, the prices of 
shares are more or less justified."” 
In the last two days of trading 
there was an attempt at profit- 
taking, but buyers were prepared to 
step in on the smallest of price dips. 
Leadership of the market went to the 
industrial group, which showed a 
sharp rise. Shares rising by 10 per 
cent or more included Argaman or- 
dinary., Electric Wire and Cables, 
Lodzia IL4, Elite and Ata ""C"'. 
Insurance company shares, the 
choice of many for capital gains, 
scored handsomely. Sahar was well 
ahead with an 11 per cent gain while 
Hassneh gained more modestly as it 
appreciated by nearly seven per 


cent. 

The commercial bank sector wns 
relatively quiet. Investment com- 
pany shares were almost as strong 
as the industrial, while some in- 
dividua) shares rose even more 
sharply. Leading the group were the 
Piryon options which gained not less 
than 28 per cent. Mizrahi 
Investments scored a 16 per cent 
gain, while Ellern was moving 
higher by 17 per cent. Ampa was in 
surprisingly good form as It rose by 
18.6 per cent. 

‘The index-linked bond market saw 
some improvement as prices con- 
tinued to gain moderately 
throughout the Hist. Friday's an- 
nouncement of a 3.7 per cent rise in 
the cost-of-living index is somewhat 
higher than most observers had ex- 
pected and it is Hkely that prices will 
react favourably to the index an- 
nouncement. 

While there may be some hesita- 
tion today or tomorrow, it is believed 
that the period preceding the short 
Pessah holiday recess will see 
further advances in the share 
market.

Red Brigades admit killing 


TURIN. — The Red Brigades kid- 
nappers of ex-premier Aldo Moro 
broke a week's silence yesterday to 
claim the killing of a Turin prison 
guard, but they shed no new light on 
the fate of their captive. 

Moro, 61, abducted one month ago, 
was still on trial by a “proletariat” 
court, said a communique from the 
Red Brigades. The communique 
dealt chiefly with Tuesday's killing 
of the Turin prison guard and with 
the fate of Italy’s number one police 
captive — a Red Brigades gunman 
wounded in the Tuesday incident and 
now being interrogated in hospital. 

The dead guard, Lorenzo Cutugno, 
worked at Turin jail where 15 Red 
Brigades leaders are being held dur- 
ing their present trial on charges of 
armed subversion. ‘He was known

Cutugno, however, fired back. 
“His homicidal tendencies resulted 
in the wounding of our comrade.

Most of the 
finance is to come from Tunisia 
itself, for which the government is 
increasing taxes and also hopes to 
encourage more of the 5.6 million

borrowing is still expected to treble. 

In the short-term, however, the 
fate of Imprisoned trades unionists 
and the health of an ageing Presi- 
dent are likely to be more volatile 
factors in the well-being of the na-

CAIRO (WPNS). — President 
Anwar Sedat ts making another tour 
of the remote and oases of 
southern Egypt this weekend to 
Promote what he calls Egypt's 
“third revolution.” 

The first revolution was the coup 
'etat in which he helped Gamal Ab- 
dul Nasser overthrow the Egyptian 
monarchy in 1952. The second, which 
Sadat calls the ‘‘corrective 
revolution,” was the power struggle 
in whieh he overcame rival 
claimants to leadership after 
Nasser's death. The current one is 
the “green revolution,” an attempt 
to fulfll Egypt's age-old dream of 
making the dezert bloom. 


Last week Sadat visited the oases 
of the “New Valley” of central 
Egypt, handing out titles to 
thousands of acres of empty land and 
urging farmers to put to use huge 
tracts of theoretically arable soil. 

Front page photographs in the 
Cairo press showed Sadat planting 
palm trees to mark the start of land 
reclamation projects. 

His itinerary this weekend {nclud- 
ed the upper reaches of the Egyptian 
part of the Nile around Abu Simbel, 
the Aswan Dam and Lake Nasser 
behind it, and other provinces of 


Upper Egypt and along the coast of 
the Red Sea. The official purpose of 
his tour is to ‘inspect the projects for 
conquering the desert, food suf- 
tlelency projects and the 
programmes laid down for im- 
Plementation of the green 
revolution,” 

Sadat's tour coincides with one of 
the periodic shortages of food staples 
that afflict Cairo, and it has obvious 
political overtones as he inaugurates 
canals, distributes fishing boats and 
inspects water projects to promote 
Egypt's quest for “food security.” 
Sadat. who describes himself as “a 
simple farmer," enjoys these forays 
into the countryside. 


But in the opinion of economic and 
agricultural experts, the projects 
Sadat is visiting have more than 
short term political significance. 
Egypt has a booming population and 
an acute shortage of arable land —a 


combination that jeopardizea the 


future stability of the country and 
makes agricultural advancement 
every bit as urgent as Middle East 
peace, 


Egypt has a land area of more 
than one million sq. kms, bigger than 
France and Italy combined. All but 
four per cent is desert, however, 
with the result that most of the pop-

ulation is crammed into the Nile 
Valiey and the Nile Delta. Egypt's 
population of about 40 million, accor- 
ding to one authoritative study, is 
“5.5 persons per acre of arable land, 
repreazenting one of the highest man- 
land ratios in the world.” 

With much of the arable land 
planted in cotton, Egypt is in- 
creasingly unable to feed {tself and is 
obliged to commit ever-larger 
amounts of scarce foreign currency 
to food imports. The bill for those 1π|. 
ports is reportedly running more 
than $1,500m. a year. 

That is why land reclamation, 
Sadat’s cherished “conquest of the 
desert," Is a necessity, but land 
reclamation projects have been part 
of nationa) policy for many years, 
bese little appreciable gain to show 
‘or it. τ 

About a million acres (400,000 hec-- 
tares) were reélaimed from the 
desert between 1952 and the out- 
break of the October war in 1973, 
mostly In Upper, or southern, Egypt 
with waters from the Aswan High 
Dam. But an amount sald by experts 
to be nearly equa] has been lost — to 
the expansion of cities, to saline en- 
eroachment from the Mediterra- 
nean, and to advancing sands from 
the desert that are eating away at 
existing farmland. 


$200m. project to raise Nile flow

KHARTOUM iGemini). — Egyptian 
and Sudanese hydrologists and 
water engineers keep a constant 
watch on the habits and moods of the 
River Nile, its flow and Its floods 
along every mile of its course from 
Lake Victoria in Uganda (the White 
Nile) and from Ethiopla's Lake Tana 
{the Biue Nile) to their majestic con- 
fluence at Khartoum, and down 
through the Aswan Dam to the Nile 
Delta on the Mediterranean, 

‘The Nile means food for millions of 
Sudanese and for the many more 
millions in Egypt. It means crops 
Uke cotton for export. 

Eighty-four billion cubic metres of 
water flow down the river every 
year, of which 10 billion are lost an- 
nually through evaporation at the 
Aswan High Dam. 

But for more than half a century 
the Egyptians and the Sudanese 
have been wondering how to in- 
erease its flow, how to get more 
water to the crops grown along its 
banks. 

For years they have had their eyes 
on the vast swamps of the Sudd, in 
the Southern Sudan. The Nile is es- 
timated to lose 42 billion cubic 
metres of water in these swamps. It 
just drains away. Could this water 
not be trapped and used to increase 
the Nile flow? ask the τ 

One inhibiting factor against con- 
trol has been the possible effects on 
the lives of the Sudd people, the 
pastoral Dinkas, the Nuers and the 
Shilluks, whose economy has 

led on the swamps for cen- 
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pyTus 
grows in vast quantities. Huge floods 
occur in the rainy season. 

A few years ago, after con- 
siderable research, it wes decided 
by the scientific guardians of the 
Nile to cut a canal round the swamps 
and divert 20 billion cubic metres of 
water daily through it to feed the 
Nile flow. 

The work, which will take five 
years, is about to start and soon the 
biggest earth moving machine in the 
world will be digging the Jonglei 
Canal, as it will be known, from 
Malaka! to Bohr, passing through 
Jonglei. | 

It will be 240 kms. long, 52 metres 
wide, 4 metres deep and will take a 
tug and four barges two abreast. On 
one of the canal banka will be a road. 

The canal wili cost about $200m. 
shared between Sudan and Egypt.

The contract for digging the cana] 
has been awarded to two French 
companies, Compagnie de Construc- 
tion Internationales and the Com- 
pagnie Francaise d'Entreprises, 
both of which are being paid some 
$60m. for excavating 72 cubic million 
metres of earth. 

The earth mover, built by Krupps, 
will shift about 30,000 tons of Sudan 
earth a day. It is manned by 60 ar- 
tisans, engineers and work-people, 
and was transported in pieces all the 
way from Pakistan. It had a hazar- 
dous voyage by air, sea, rail and 


river, finally being towed in barges 
from Kosti up the Nite to Malakal, 
near the starting point. 

A project so large, having such a 
revolutionary effect on the lives of 
the million or so inhabitants of the 
Sudd marshes, is bound to have its 
critics. Conservationists have been 
concerned. 

“Friends of the arth" have been 
specially active. They point to the 
possibie lowering of the Nile water 
level which feeds the swamps. They 
say the annual flooding, which is 
vital to the swamp people, will be 
reduced. 

They say that fish, wild Hfe and 
livestock depend on seasonal 
flooding, and that the cana! will 
produce ἃ physical barrier blocking 
migration routes of domestic stock 
and wild life as well aa access to 
tribal grazing lands. 

They say fish breeding will be dis- 
rupted, irrigation of land will lead to 
the increase of insect vectors and 
associated diseases, and birds will 
alter their migration routes, bring- 
ing ecological repercussions in dis- 
tant lands. 

One big criticism is that the drain- 
ing of the swamps could affect the 
weather patterns over a huge area. 

The man in charge of the whole 
project, Abdulla Mahommed 
Idrahim, said: ‘"Man has to interfere 
with nature to survive these days, 
but you have to be aware of what you 
are doing. 

“Considerable research has and is 
being done into the ecological effects 
of the. canal scheme with United 


τῇ, Nations-heip," he gaid..''We are not 
going ‘blind ‘into this scheme." 


The pro-canal people admit that 
the impact of the building and opera- 
tion of the cana] on the local 
economics must be profound. 

“A major problem will be for the 
peoples involved to adapt and 
modernise their soctal and economic 
life sufficiently rapidly to neutralise 
and hopefully to reverse the dis- 
integrating features of the changes 
that must inevitably occurs’ says a 
canal authority report. 

What the authorities are pledged 
to do in a situation where upwards of 
a million primitive people are being 
brought suddenly into the 20th Cen- 
tury, is to develop 200,000 acres for 
irrigated agriculture; protect people 
and animals against floods; supply 
water for pastoralists and wild life 
during dry seasons; and to provide 
employment, better education and 
health services to local people whose 
condition at present is well below 
subsistence.

Disappearing income 
THE MONTHLY publication of the consumer price index has 
become a routine to which the public no longer pays much atten- 
tion. A price rise of 2 per cent a month has come to be accepted 
as a “normal” occurrence. 

If the 3.7 price inflation in March is in any sense worthy of 
attention, it is not only because it is nearly double the normal 
rate of inflation (and will, in all likelihood, be continued at the 
same rate in April), but because it comes at a time when the 
wage negotiations in the public sector are at a critical stage. It 
is, therefore, appropriate to evaluate the Histadrut's wage 
demands in relation to the real cost of living. 

The cost-of-living allowance agreement for the six months 
April-October 1978 was signed only last week, giving wage 
earners an allowance of some 20 per cent — 70 per cent of the ac- 
tual price inflation that occurred between the three-month 
periods December-February and June-August 1977. Of this, 12 
per cent was paid at the beginning of February. The remainder, 
7.4 per cent, will be paid at the beginning of May. 

Not only is this compensation for the erosion of wages paid 
with an average delay of five months, but since it is also subject 
to income tax the real compensation amounts only to 28-52 per 
cent of actual price inflation — depending on the employee's tax 
bracket. 

This means that if the cost-of-living rose 27 per cent by April. 
as compared to October 1977, the compensation that wage 
earners will get with their next pay cheque — taking into ac- 
count income tax — will be about 8 per cent net. Compared with 
last October, their take home pay will be nearly 20 per cent less, 
in real terms. 

The entire 20 per cent cost-of-living allowance agreed upon 
last week is really worth no more than 8 per cent, on average. 
And this compensation will be taken away, in advance end in its 
entirety, by the price increases in March and April alone. which 
will come close to § per cent. 

If the Histadrut now demands a wage increase of 12.5 per cent 
until October, and 2.5 per cent more in October, it does no more 
than restore the level of real wages to what they were before the 
wave of inflation initiated by the new economic policy. 

That these demands — which really represent no more than 
an attempt to maintain, not to increase, real living standards — 
are accompanied by growing industrial unrest is largely the 
result of an unreasonable and unwarranted adherence to 8 cost- 
of-living allowance system that has become outdated. 

To link the allowance to 70 per cent of actual price inflation 
made sense when inflation ran at 10-12 per cent a year. But with 
inflation rates of 30-40 per cent a year, such a system becomes a 
source of unnecessary conflict. Even the chairman of the com- 
mittee that set up this system in 1975, deputy-governor of the 
Bank of Israel Dr. Zvi Sussman, has on several occasions stated 
publicly that the existing system is no longer adequate. It is. 
therefore, time to revise it and, meanwhile, to see the actual 
wage demands for what they really are: little more than a 
belated restoration of living standards. 


Jerusalem’s friends 


TT IS DIFFICULT to think of any city in the world other than 
Jerusalem which, without offering any earthly reward, could 
induce distinguished personalities in the fields of architecture 
and city planning from five continents to abandon their own 
busy schedules and devote themselves to its problems.

adopted in the past and the face of the city is the better for it. . 


Some of their present recommendations, jarring as they may 
be to various jocal planning bodies, may yet also be adopted. 
The significance of the Jerusalem Committee, however, goes 
far beyond the specific building and road projects on which they 
have had an impact. Better than any politicized forum such as 
the UN, the committee represents the conscience of the world 
which reveres the city holy to Judaism, Christianity and Islam. 
Its members range from those who are firm political sup- 
porters of Israel to those who feel no more warmth towards 
Israel than they do toward the Arab world. All, however, are un- 
ited in their respect for the uniqueness and sanctity of 
Jerusalem and in their concern that these attributes be 
reflected in the planning and execution of its growth. 

The committee has served as a valuable sounding board on 
which the local authorities have been able to test their own plans 
and concepts. But of equal importance has been its role in giving 
the world a chance to influence the future of Jerusalem in the 
context of unchallenged Israel sovereignty over its own capital.

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THIS WEEK's seasions of the 14th 
annual Conference on Public Ad- 
ministration reminded me of a dis- 
mal reality: although our univer- 
sities have been doing a good jab of 
teaching modern public administra- 
tlon for close to a quarter of a cen- 
tury, it has had almost no Impact on 
the quality of Israel's public ad- 
ministration. 

This is surpriging, even shocking. 
We are no longer in the 1950s. It can 
safely be said that many thousands 
of middle and top level public of- 
ficials have passed through full or 
partial training in the academic dis- 
cipline of public administration. The 
teachers of this discipline in turn 
have nearly all been trained in top 
academic institutions abroad, and 
the quality of instruction provided 
here is up to international standards. 

And yet, Israel's public ad- 
ministration as an aid in the for- 
mulation of policy, its execution and 
the provision of services to the public 
seems hardly to have heen affected. 

To be sure, we have become im- 
pressively computerized in the past 
decade; the multi-hued and multi- 
layered forms we are all called upon 
τὸ fill out have become more impressive; 
and our public administrators have 
internalized the need for self-serving 
public relations. But these are, after 
all, only the toys and baubles of 
public administration. : 

The fact that the more basic 
aspects of our public institutions 
have proved so impervious to 
change, with several distinguished 
exceptions, indicates that the 
emphasis on the academic treat- 
ment of this subject has been mis- 
placed. The problems are less 
technical] than structural, and even 
cultural. 


AS A PEOPLE we are prepared to 
judge our leaders by their 
ideological stances, their personal 
styles as filtered through the sen- 
Sationallst media and their 
Manipulated public images, but not 
by their performance. 

If one were to start from the top, 
the fingers of one hand would be 
more than sufficient to count the 
number of cabinet ministers — 
among the many scores who have 
served in such positions since 1948 — 
who ever cared enough about their 
own and their ministry's perfor- 
mance to try to improve them. 

Academic public administration 
people like to point to former 
Minister of Transport Gad Ya‘acobi 
as one such example. There is no 
doubt about his interest in the 
academic discipline. His perfor- 
mance in the Transport Ministry, 
however, was quite another story. 
But in all fairness, there has never 
Teally been a successful transport 
minister. 

The present minister, Meir Amit, 
is reputed to be another such rare 
bird. In his case it is too early to 
judge. But his remarks at this 
week's conference expressed a deep 
sense of frustration. 

Amit is one of the few people who 
can personally compare attitudes 
toward performance and innovation 
in the army, the business world and 
in public administration. He was for 
some time IDF chief of operations, 
then managing director of Koor, and 
now minister of transport and com- 
munications. 

He told the conference that the ar- 
my, despite its rigid structure, was 
the most open to new ideas and 
change in response to new problema 
and chalienges. Industry was less 
open and [685 Innovative but changes 
were still possible there, he found. 
But in public administration, he 
said “openness to change and in- 
novation is close to nil. Wherever I 
go I can still smell the (traditions of 
the British) Mandate." 


AMIT'S frustration is fully evocative 
of the point made above. ‘High of- 
ficials are sent to training courses, 
even abroad. But when they return 
they are swallowed up by the system 
as if they had never been out of it,”’ 
he said. 

Similar pessimism was expressed 
at the conference by Israel’s two top 
academic experts in the field: Dr. 
Avraham Friedman, now the Civil 
Service commissioner, and Prof. 
Yehezkel Dror of the Hebrew 
University. 

Friedman admitted that the inter- 
nal structure in public administra- 
tion is at the root of ita malfunctions, 
but that the enormous political force 
needed to bring about a meaningful 
improvement was non-existent. 
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THE CITIZEN 
AND THE 
BUREAUCRAT 


Despite impressive advances in the teaching 
of public administration at our universities it 
has had little impact on our public in- 
stitutions, writes YOSEF GOELL. 


“The forces acting for change are 
marginal at best: they simply tickle 
the system.” 

He counselled against despair, 
however, and suggested introducing 
piecemeal improvements where 
possible. In this advice he was joined 
by Prof. Dror. 

The short experience in this Geld 
with the new Likud Government 
should certainiy cause despair. 
Public administration experts used 
to put down Israel's sorry record in 
this field to the obtuseness, tota] in- 
sensitivity and fecklessness of 
Labour's founding fathers. 

We have now had two disap- 
pointments that Indicate the 
problem is much more deeply 
embedded in our national ethos. The 
second-generation sabra govern- 
ment which took over under Yitzhak 
Rabin from Golda Meir and her Old 
Guard was not much of an improve- 
ment. The Begin government now 
proves that the problem was not with 
Labour but with our entire national 
approach to questions of perfor- 
mance as opposed to verbiage and 
style. 


AND YET, there are exceptions. 
Some aspects of the army provide 
one such exception (I would insist on 
the some, for as a 30-year veteran 
reserve soldier I know what goes on 
in other facets of army 1176); the 
National Insurance Institute 
provides another. 

Admittedly. expanding these 
small spots of sunshine until they 
enlighten more of our public ad- 
ministration is difficult. What is 
needed at this stage is the setting of 
realistic standards by which the per- 
formance of our leaders and top ad- 
ministrators can be judged. We also 
need an alliance between the 
academic experts in the field and the 
public media, to apply these stan- 
dards publicly for the purpose of 
relentlessly hounding the worst 
offenders out of office. 

The setting of realistic standards 
should be the job of the academic ex- 
perts, especially those who have also 
had practical experience in ad- 
ministration. But the application of 
these standards requires many more 
allies. 

The media have done well in tak- 
ing up the cudgels for private 
citizens against the most flagrant 
abuses of business and bureaucracy. 
When compared with the ineffec- 
tiveness of the public Ombudsman, 
such institutions as television's 
Kolbotek and the analogous 
newspaper columns have’ done a 
good job. 

Perhaps the media, if trained and 
guided by the academics and by 
public administrators who care 
enough to open their own field to con- 
structive criticiam, could do a 
similar job in bringing our ad- 

- ministrators, institutions, and above 
all, our politicians, to account.

THE FACTS ABOUT TEACHING 


To the Editor of The Jerusalem Post 


Sir, — Despite support from mest 
of the Hebrew press and understan- 
ding from the Minister of Education 
and a large section of the public, 
teachers have found themselves sub- 
ject to criticism ranging from nasty 
remarks to vituperative yet baseless 
abuse about salary claims and 
vacations days. 

Iam a dedicated teacher and, Like 
most teachers, consider teaching a 
vocation, not just an academic 
profession. Yet for my two academic 
degrees and teaching certificate and 
seven sears of teaching the full com- 
plement of hours for a working 
mother, I bring home almost 13.900 
a month. 

One of your reporters asked, 
“mothers of young children” if they 
envied us our long and frequent 
vacations, which include an extra 
week to clean up before Pesaah. This 
reporter did not ask them if they also 
desired afternoon and evening 
meetings, the endless stream of 
papers and notebooks that the 
teacher of several classes of 40 must 
correct in order to adequately assess 
her students’ progress, the actual 
physical effort of actively teaching 
40 children or adolescents, or doing 
our own housework late at night 
when the aforementioned activities 
are completed. I too am the mother 
of small children and my life is 
organized down to the last milise- 
cond so that my 160 pupils and my 


family are not deprived of the azten- 
tion they need and deserve. 

ASwiss study of the working hours 
of teachers in the German-speaking 
countries of Europe quoted by 
Reuven Amiran at the Jerusalem 
meeting of the Secondary Sckooi 
Teachers Association on March 29 


should vindicate teachers once and © 


for all. This exhaustive study took 
classroom hours, meetings, saark- 
ing, counselling, and all holidays asd 
vacations into account and found 
that a teacher works a bit more than 
43 hours per week with 25-30 students 
in 8 class in countries where the in- 
dustrial norm is a 40-hour. five-day 
work week. 


Several] interlocutors have 
grudgingly admitted that I do work 
very hard and am underpaid, but 
have had the audacity to point out 
that less conscientious teachers 
would also get a pay rize. I have 
never heard this charge levelled at 
any other group of workera. 
Although I do not know of any 
research on the subject, I fee! that. 
with 40 pupilg in a class in Israel. 
only the strong survive in the 
teaching profession; and I am 
referring to both physical and men- 
tal strength, 

The Post's reporting of the jour- 
nalist’s strike was reasonable and 
even-handed. We teachers would like 
the same treatment.
